Dr. Ozorio:, They will use the 
water from the baths and there is 
nothing to prevent the hotel 
authorities, if the water from the 
baths is insufficient, from opening 
the taps and drawing on the water 
supply of the Colony. We have 
no check on that. 

Hon,. Mr. Perkins assured Dr. 
Ozorio that he might set his mind 
at rest. Precautions would be 
taken against the use of water 
from the mains. He did not 
think there was any danger, be- 
cause the amount of water used 
in the baths was very big in @ 
place like that, with people some- 
times bathing twice a day, They 
should have plenty of water and 
they would be treated no differ- 
ently from anybody else. 

Dr. Ozorio queried whether it 
wag sound hygiene to store up 
bath water in tanks, 

The Chairman: I am not an 
expert. I asked for an opinion 
on that’ particular point from the 
Medical Officer of Health, and he 
assured me that persenally he saw 
no objection, : 

The Board granted permission, 
on the motion of Dr. Ozorio, 
seconded by Mfr.

In the course of discussion Dr.

It was in- 
tended for the future and it was 
right that pleaty of notice should 
be given.

SINO-FOREIGN CO-OPERATION. 


Rumour, with many tongues, is rife in Peking concern- 
ing the future of the Liang Shib-yi Cabinet. One version, 
voiced. by the most clamant throats in the babel, is that 
Premier Liang’s Cabinet, acclaimed by some as "tbe 
Ministry of All. the Talents,” will not survive the - Chinese 
New Year. It is charged against the new Administration 
that it js quite as much pro-Japanese asany of its prede- 
cessors, the relerse of the Anfu-ites being quoted in proof, 
that itis completely under Chang Tso-lin's thumb, and 
that the proposed 890,000,000 loan will mean foreign 
contro! and more squandering of funds. Oa the other 
side, the Premier's supporters say that unifcalioo plans 
are going abead. and that, Liang is pursuing a progressive 
policy generally, the new loan being jdesigaed to place the 
Gabelle Suances. upon a clearer basis, Bzstdes tie main 
streams, there are. if possible, more cross-currents than ever 
in the flood of reports from.the capital and other quarters. 
We prefer to waita little in order to see whetber there 
are any signsof the medley sorting itself out, observing 
only at the moment that while a Peking organ states that 

“Premier Liang has reached. an understanding not only 
with Dr. Sun Yat-sen but with General Chan King-ming. 
the Canton Government disclaims such an arrangement. 

From this involved position we turn with some little 
pleasure to a statement just sent by the new Premier to 
China’s diplomatic representatives abroad and to the 
provincial officials. The matters referred to.are free from 
any direct connection with factional disputes, and though 
it might be inadvisable to take the document at its face 
value, it does at least show some understanding of world 
requirements. Premier Liang Jeads of with the statement 
that the relations of China with foreign countries have 
become more aud more friendly every year. This is rather 
re:niniscent of the stereotyped serttenve in the King’s 
Speech when Parliament is prorogued: “I rejoice to 
ray that the relations of my Government with Foreigh 
Powers continue ta be harmonious.” Premier Liang, indeed, 
improves upon this by asserticg that China's. relations 
with foreign Powers grow more aod more friendly—or 
“ more better.” as the coolie might say. Well, though the 
sceptic would be at no loss in fioding proofs to the 
contrary, there is evidence in favour of treating this as 
something more than a platitude; gradually, we may be- 
lieve, East and West are coming to know each other better. 
It is in this vein that the message proceeds. The Chinese 
people, says the Premier, are desirous that modern 
‘civilisation shall spread among them, so that they can add 
contemporary science to their knowledge inherited from 
the old Chinese civilisation; aod they hope that their vast. 
and hitherto-untouched natural resources will be developed 
with foreign as well as Chinese capital. 

' This, as the Premier’s statement points out, would 
form a real stepping-stone to closer connection between 
East and West, serving to promote friendly relations be- 
tween the parties. -In regard to'the foreign side, such co- 
operation is, of course, the goal; and now we have it 
proclaimed by China’s Premier that his country is agree- 
able. This is on ‘the lines of speeches secently made in 
London by the Chinese Charge 0’Affaires, Many observers 
have been impressed by the growth of China’s industry wn 
the face of turmoil, and yet the field is but scratched. A 

’ . wonderful field awaits Sino-foreign development. In..the 
ast there have been only too many. misunderstandings; 
oat sides have committed faults. Cotmercial activity 
has been prone to engender friction instead: of -the 
, cordiality forecasted by the Premier. If Mr.- Liang Shib- 
yi's festd is any criterion, suspicion is giving way. to 
_@ better feeling. Numerous are the points to. be settled 
. Jin guch-co-operation, but there is none that. could not be 
overcome by mutual fairness, F-

The Seamen’s Dispute. 

We think woe are expressing 
the general opinion of the, 
Evropean residents in this Colony 
when wesay that the seamen's 
dosiaion not to go back -to work 
on the terms offered by the Com: 
panies yesterday is both wrong 
aod unfortunate. The public has 
bean led to understand all along 
that the men and the Union wore 
willing to adopt the principle 
of arbitration—such a principle 
must be adopted ia all present 
das labour disputes. When the 
emloyers first suggested arbitra- 
tion they msde uo offer of any 
kind, and it was rightly pointed 
ont by the Daoion that until some 
offer of an increrse had been 
made there was nothing to 
arbitrate aboot, saving their own 
demands and & zara point. They 
badtobave something mors de 
finitethan that. Ata meeting ofthe 
employers held later a suggested 
scale of increases was drawn op 
and was then submitted to the 
Union by -Mr. Hallifax, the 
Sacratary for Chinase Affairs. In 
his notice to the men sccompani- 
ing this offer he definitély stated 
that if the employers’ offer did 
not meet with their acceptance 
all the outstanding points could 
bz discussed and agreed to by 
arbitration. What more is there 
to be ‘added? We fail to see, 
especially as the representatives 
of the men who would sit on such 
Arbitration Board have beea 
nominated. As will be seen in 
our news columns to-day, the 
Enion has replied to the offer 
suggesting | much higher 
increases. Has tho public to wait 
until the parties have wrangled 
and heggled and found a 
complete sattlement? With the 
majority of the men in Canton 
this will be s loog drawn-ont 
proceeding. How much better 
would it be for the men to raturn 
to work on the higher scala now 
offered by the companies, leaving’ 
alt farther points in dispute to be 
settled by an impartial arbitration 
such has been promised, 


The Public’s Sympathy.

A LETTER OF CREDIT.

’ Filipino Charged With 
Fraud. 

‘Before Mr. R. E. Lindsell at the 
Magistracy yesterday afterncon, a 
Filipino, Basilio Yboa, was charg 
ed with forgery and false pre- 
tences, . 

Mr, Vaax (Mesars. Wilkinson 
and Grist) appeared to prosecute 
ind Mr. A. EL Hall +Messra. Lo 
and Lo) was for the defence. 

The charge was that’ accused 
fraudulently collected from the 
Asia Banking Corporaticn and the 
{aternational Bank here the sums 
of GS$5,500 and G$4.500 respective 
ly, on a letter cf credit supposed 
to have been issuad by the Asia 
Ranking Corporation at Manila, in 
favour of “Feliciano Caber.” 

Opening the case, Mr. Vaux said 
“the accused was an employee of 
the Asia Banking Corporation at 
Manils, in their letter of credit 
department, and there were cer- 
tain times during which ha had 
access to blank forma <¢f letters 
of oeredit, He was second in 
charge of the department. under 
an American. While he waa in 
the Bank's employ a letter of 
tredit, dated May 22th, found its 
wiy to Hongkony, drawn in 
fawogr of a person catled “Fel. 
amd .Caber.” This “letter 
credit was uttered in Fi-ngkonar 
at two banks the. International 
Sank on June 20th. and the Asia 
Banking Corporation.on Jane 27th. 

Letter of Credit Practice. ~ 

Mr. Vaux explained the pro- 
sedure in cosnection with letters 
of credits. After the bank teller 
was satisfied that the letter cf 
credit: owas vod, a bill of ex- 
change or draft far the amount 
asked for under the letter wus 
drawn, and: this bil! or draft was 
aigned by the person presenting 
the letter. In this case two pay- 
ments were made by local, banks 
vn the Jetter of credit in the’ case, 
ind two drafts were drawn for 
the amounts paid. cover. which 
were, by the International Bank
